Over $67,000,000 Is 
Available For Home 
Improvement Here 

California, which has consist¬ 
ently been a peacemaker in the 
National home building and mod¬ 
ernization program, has estab¬ 
lished another record for sister 
states to aim at, according to an¬ 
nouncement today by Clifford C. 
Anglim, district director of the 
Federal Housing Administration. 

More than one-third of all the 
money allocated in a majority of 
states for home building and 
modernization is bulging the 
vaults of California banks, await¬ 
ing the call of home owners and 
builders participating in the Bet¬ 
ter Housing Program, Anglim 
said. 

With reports from 21 states 
and the District of Columbia yet 
to be received, a survey reveals 
that banks and lending institu¬ 
tions In 27 of the 43 states have 
allocated funds totaling $208,134,- 
669 to be available to cover ap¬ 
plications from home owners for 
mortgages Insured by the FHA. 
Of this amount $67,222,000 is im¬ 
mediately available in California.

The county must either raise 
the tax rate for the coming fis¬ 
cal year, or borrow $1,780,000 
from the state, if the more than 
40,00 charity cases dependent on 
the county are to be kept on 
the relief rolls, according to 
County Auditor H. A. Payne. 

A State loan woud be repaid 
out of gasoine tax funds, it Is 
stated. Governor Merriam is be¬ 
ing asked by SERA Director Mc¬ 
Laughlin to release to Los Ange¬ 
les County a portion of the pre¬ 
mium realized on State relief 
bonds. A direct plea to Washing- 
I ton by the county has gone un- 
! answered as yet.

Orange Grove Avenue Job 
Completed After Many 
Unavoidable Delays 

Work was completed on the 
Orange Grove avenue grading 
and surfacing project yesterday, 
and Sierra Madre was given an¬ 
other major east-west scenic i 
traffic artery. The street, sur¬ 
faced in graveled oil, is one of 
the finest and most picturesque 
thoroughfares in the city, giving 
motorists an unparalled view of 
both valley and foothill land¬ 
scapes. 

Meeting with exceptionally ad¬ 
verse weather conditions, SERA 
crew under city supervision began 
the job some weeks ago. Govern¬ 
ment funds ran out Monday, and 
the SERA men were withdrawn 
at that time leaving a portion 
of gutter at the easterly end of 
the street unfinished. However, 
local workmen subsequently fin¬ 
ished off the job. 

The completed roadway, which 
formerly was ftn unimproved dirt 
stretch, now provides a conven¬ 
ient crosstown outlet for residents 
here, and directly ties Baldwin 
avenue in with Sierra Madre 
avenue at the farthest southerly 
point in the city.

Council Votes For 
Vacation Of Alley 
Off Baldwin Ave. 

An ordinance providing for the 
vacation by the city of an unused 
alley running from Baldwin ave¬ 
nue opposite the postoffice was 
finally adopted by the City Coun¬ 
cil at its meeting Wednesday eve¬ 
ning. The ordinance in its en¬ 
tirety appears on page six of 
this issue of THE NEWS. 

A communication from Forest 
Renger John P. Kays of the An- 
gelus Forest suggesting that 
about $2500 of a fund of ap¬ 
proximately $3200 created by ap¬ 
propriations made by this city, 
Arcadia and Monrovia for fire 
protection in the bordering forest 
area be used for purchase of a 
tank truck to be stationed with¬ 
in the area, was referred to Busi¬ 
ness Manager Myers. Arcadia and 
Monrovia had previously agreed 
to the expenditure and Mr. Myers 
report will likely sanction it, also.

‘Reds’ Urged 

Martin Seeks Truth About 
Anti-Americanism In 
State Universities 

Frank G. Martin, representative 
of this district in the California 
Assembly, threw the Legislature 
into a furore this week when he 
challenged President Sproul and 
the board of regents of the Uni¬ 
versity of California to initiate 
a judicially constituted inquiry 
Into the charge that Communism 
and hatred of the America flag 
and institutions is being taught 
and tolerated at the University. 

In support of his bill making 
it a felony to be in possession of 
literature advocating the over¬ 
throw of the government by 
force or violence, Mr. Martin had 
quoted from a speech of Con¬ 
gressman Hamilton Fish in the 
Congressional Record. Eleven pro¬ 
fessors of the University slapped 
back at Martin. President Sproul, 
called upon by Martin to appear 
at Sacramento and account for 
the apparently subsersive atti¬ 
tude of members of his faculty, 
wrote a letter deprecating the 
lack of tact of his professors, 
but urging the “academic free¬ 
dom” that prompted them to ex¬ 
press themselves. 

Martin’s letter, spread upon the 
record of the Assembly, invites 
Sproul and the regents to purge 
the University, supported by 
State-wide taxation, of the charge 
that overthrow of the govern¬ 
ment is being taught and coun¬ 
tenanced in this State-financed 
institution of higher education. It 
would not be a free-for-all field 
for radical or conservative ora¬ 
tors, but a dignified court pre¬ 
sided over by the Chief Justice 
of the California Supreme court 
and the Attorney General of the 
State. In his letter to President 
i Sproul and the regents, Mr. Mar¬ 
tin said, in part: 

In a radio address by Hon. 
Hamilton Fish, member of Con¬ 
gress from New York, delivered 
February 19, 1935, discussing 

"Communism,” which address 
was printed in the Congressional 
Record February 20, 1935, and 
which is being circulated through 
the mails all over the United 
States, there appears this state¬ 
ment, on Page 5 of the printed 
copy—an excerpt from an ad¬ 
dress by the Honorable Mr. Fish: 

“Our leading Universities, such 
as Columbia, New York Univers¬ 
ity, College of the City of New 
York, Chicago, Wisconsin, Cali¬ 
fornia, Washington State, North 
Carolina, Pennsylvania, Carolina, 
Harvard, Wesleyan, Smith and 
Vassar are the worst offenders 
and are honeycombed with So¬ 
cialists, near Communists and 
Communists, teaching class hat¬ 
red, hatred of religion, and hat¬ 
red of American institutions, in¬ 
cluding the American Flag.” 

Startling charges! They are 
either true, wholly or in part, or 
they are not true. I hope to God 
they are not true! If this kind 
of "academic freedom” is claimed 
or practiced in the University of 
California, I believe you will 
agree with me that it is not tol¬ 
erable to the people of California 
who, in the mass, are red-blooded, 
loyal Americans. 

You gentlemen who are admin¬ 
istering the University of Califor¬ 
nia surely are aware that there 
has been criticism in the public 
press, and by individuals and or¬ 
ganizations dealing with rumors 
and allegations that subsersive, 
anti-American influences are at 
work in the University of Cali¬ 
fornia and have been for some 
time. These rumors and allega¬ 
tions either are true or they are 
not true. Personally, I have no 
knowledge as to whether or not 
they are true. Multitudes of other 
Californias have no such knowl¬ 
edge. But I feel sure that these 
multitudes, sincerely hoping as I 
do that they are not true, want 
to know definitely and conclu- 
i sively either or not they are true. 
I And so, in good faith, I 
a m presenting an urgent 
plea to you. Dr. Sproul, and to 
you, members of the Board of 
Regeants, to take up the chal¬ 
lenge of the statement by Cori- 
J gressman Hamilton Fish and the 
challenge of numberless rumors 
*and reports in the press and else- 
, where, and give the true “light”. 

I urge you, Dr. Sproul, and 
you, members of the Board of 
Regents, immediately to institute 
a searching-inquiry into condi¬ 
tions existing in the University 
of California, and all of its 
branches ,as to this point: 

Are there any instructors, em- 
ployees or student groups in the 
University of California, openly 
| or clandestinely “teaching class 
i hatred, hatred of religion, and 
j hatred of American institutions, 
j including the American flag,” as

For these three fishermen, two 
automobiles were required to 
carry the food and equipment. 
Included in their "layout’’ was 
two row boats, a fancy basket 
apiece, red, white and blue poles, 
about a hundred hooks of vari¬ 
ous shapes and forms, flies, 
worms, mosquitos .salmon eggs 
and so many other items that 
space prohibits their mention. 
And all of these netted the gal¬ 
lant fishermen just 14 fish.
